Admiral Taylor opened the meeting by welcoming General Wynne 
to the meeting. Speaking for himself and the members, the Acting 
Chairman expressed his pleasure that General Wynne had been able to 
return to Washington to his former position as the Deputy Assistant Chief 
of Staff, Intelligence, USAF. 

General Wynne thanked Admiral Taylor for his remarks and 
commented that he was glad to be back and working with his former 
associates in the intelligence community.

4. Probable Soviet Objectives

Board consideration of this subject centered on Army changes 
proposed by General James Collins and on the State Member’s request 
that a Secret version of this estimate also should be prepared. 

Following the discussion the Board: 

a. Approved the subject estimate as amended. 

b. Concurred in the preparation of a Secret version of SNIE 
11-13-67 using the agreed text but deleting the Annex, subject to a final 
review of the text by General Carter. 

No member raised objection to the release of the Secret version 
of this estimate to USIA. 
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5. Main Trends in Soviet 
Military Policy 

(NIE 1 1-1-67) “ 

Board consideration of this estimate centered on changes and/or 
footnotes proposed by DIA, Army, Navy and Air Force. 

Following an extensive discussion the Board: 

a. Approved NIE 11-4-67 as amended subject to telephonic 
concurrence by the members to a new paragraph 47 a. to be pxppared by 
BNE and the USIB Representatives along the lines proposed by the Air 
Force as modified by the Board's discussion. 

b. Noted that General Carroll would notify BNE in the next 
day or two of the final wording of the DIA footnote to Conclusion E and 
that the Army and Air Force intended to join this footnote. 

c. Noted that C apt ain^^^^^^H would notify BNE by Friday 
whether the Navy intended to modify or to drop its footnote to paragraph 52. 

d. Noted that General^^^^^| would notify BNE by close 
of business today if the Air Force intended to footnote Conclusion A. 

6. Economic Trends and 
Prospects in Latin 
America 

(NIE 80/90-67) 

After concurring in several comments by the members to the 
effect that this was an excellent estimate which would be most useful to 
those concerned with Latin American affairs the Board approved NIE 
80/90-67 as circulated. 

No member raised objection to the release of this estimate to 

USIA. 
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7. Sherman Kent Wins President's 
Award for Distinguished Federal 
Service 

The Acting Chairman concluded the meeting by extending his 
heartiest congratulations to Mr. Kent for winning this award, the highest 
honor which can be conferred on a career employee of the Federal Govern- 
ment. Admiral Taylor commented that the award was richly deserved 
because of Mr. Kent's unique and outstanding contribution to the develop- 
ment of the National Estimates Program. 

Mr. Kent thanked Admiral Taylor for his remarks but stressed 
that the award could not have been made without the cooperation and support 
of the USIB over the years combined with the outstanding contributions of 
his staff and the USIB Representatives. 

Each Member and the Service Intelligence Chiefs personally 
congratulated Mr. Kent and unanimously endorsed General Carroll's 
comment that Sherman Kent's name should stand as number one on the 
list of those few who have received this high honor.
